The post -vaccination failures with "STI" vaccine during the above 
test period vas lower than for 19*42 - 19*4 *» for all types of farm animals 
except goats. The failure was 0.008’ percent for horses * 0*001*4 percent, 
for large homed cattle, 0.026 percent for sheep and O.o6*» percent for 
goats . 

As in previous years , compulsory vaccination produced a relatively 
greater number of post -vaccination complications . 

The number of post -vaccination complications as compared with the 
number of animals vaccinated during the at>ove test period indicated an 
annual decrease (see Table 3). This is' due to a considerable extent to 
the fact that the practical workers became more experienced with the use 
of "STI" vaccine.

Local data hows that technical errors in administering vaccinations, 
compulsory vaccination of diseased animals during their incubation porlcA, and 
vaccination of physically unfit animals, mainly sheep, are among the causes of 
complications, as in 19*42 - 19*4*4. 

The following figures ve~e recorded, for anthrax outbreaks among vaccinated 
herds of all types of farm animals : 19*4*4 — 1 head of large horned cattle 

(3 months after vaccination); 19*0 — *’ horses (3 and 5 months after vacci- 
nation), 6 head of large horned cattle (3 and 8 months after vaccination), 

5 sheep and 2 goats {6 month? after vaccination), 1 camel \2 months after 
vaccinatioij; 19*46 — 3 head of large homed cattle (l, 3 "nd * months after 
vaccination); In all, 32 cases, 15 of which have been authenticated (from 
local material). 

The effect of compulsory vaccinations vas satisfactory In all cases. 
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Out of 456 reports on W SI’X W va.cc.5no- sent "by local practical 
veterinary* workers, 386 vere excellent and good and 20 satisfactory. 
Forty-nine refrained from aasessirg the value, due tc paucity of data 
and ■brevity of observations end there was one negative report. 
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
